seated board members. 

"We have exhausted a lot of 
avenues and that's why we're 
holding this protest," said Mr.

The husband dies first and 
leaves his entire estate to his 
surviving wife. By doing so, he 
takes advantage of the marital 
deduction and his estate pays 
no estate taxes. His unified 
credit, though, goes unused. 
Later, when the wife dies, her 
estate uses her unified credit 
and avoids estate tax on the 
first $600,000 of assets. Any- 
thing ` over that amount, 
though, is subject to estate tax. 
In effect, this couple has uti- 
lized only two of the three 
estate saving opportunities 
available. 

If, on the other hand, the 
husband and wife had set up a 
two-trust estate plan, they. 
could have taken full advan- 
tage of both unified credits and 
the marital deduction without 
any waste whatsoever. 

The two-trust estate plan 
generally works in this way: 
When you die, your estate is 
divided into two parts. One 
part is placed into a frust (lets 
call it Trust A) that qualified 
for the estate tax marital 
deduction. All of the income 
from the trust is payable to 
your surviving spouse annually, 
and your spouse is given a gen- 
eral power to appoint the trust 
property to himself or herself,

to your children, or to anyone 
else. Your estate will pay no 
estate taxes on the assets in 
this trust when yon die because 
of the marital deduction, The 
second part of your estate is 
placed in another trust (Trust 4 
В) designed to take advantage 
of your unified credit. Your 
spouse may receive all of the 
income from this trust, too. But 
your spouse's power to appoint 
this trust is limited. 

When your spouse dies, the 
value of Trust A will be includ- 
ed in your surviving spouse's 
estate for estate tax purposes. jii 
But your spouse's unified credit 
will offset at least part (and 
maybe all) of the estate tax on 
the property. The value of Trust 
B's assets will be excluded from 
your spouse's estate. 

So, if, you have an estate 
worth $1,200,000 and if you 
place $600,000 of assets into 
each trust, your estate will pay 2 
no tax. And your spouse's 
estate will avoid estate tax on 
assets received from your 
estate: This can mean a tax 
saving of $235,000 or more. 

Obviously, the subject is too 
complex to fully explain here.

Lamaze is a method of 
prepared childbirth which 
was introduced throughout 
Europe in 1951 by Dr. Fer- 
nand Lamaze. The system, 
also referred to as the psy- 
cho prophylactic method of 

9 prepared childbirth, was 


introduced in the United 
States in 1959. 

Locally, the Childbirth 
Education Association of 
the Palm Beaches, Inc., 
sponsors the classes in the 
Glades and has since 1968. 

Lamaze is not natural 

childbirth, but childbirth 
classes combined with edu- 
cation, methods of body 
relaxation and concentra- 
ation along with specific 
breathing techniques to 
work with the prócess of 
labor and delivery. 

Participants are asked to 
sign up for the classes in 
the mother's fifth month. 
Classes meet once a week 
for five weeks. 

Ideally, participants 
should begin the class 
series between the sixth 
and seventh month of preg- 
nancy. This will insure com- 
pletion of the series before 
the time of delivery. 

Class series includes facts 
about the danger signs of a 
problem pregnancy, when to 
call the doctor, how to bet- 
ter care for your baby and 
yourself, what to expect 


during labor and delivery, 
the importance of early 
bonding between parents 
and their baby, facts about 
cesarean birth, newborn 
care, bottle or breast feed- 
ing and how to access addi- 
tional services which will 
help the mother and baby 
get off to a good start. 

Тһе Alava's took Lamaze 
at Glades General Hospital: 
The classes are also taught 
at Everglades Regional 
Medical Center in Pahokee. 

"We were glad we took 
Lamaze," said Mrs. Alava. 
"We used all the informa- 
tion and breathing tech- 
niques and we delivered 
Luke, a beautiful, ‘healthy 
baby boy. He had an apgar 
score of 10/10." 

The apgar score measured 
the baby's alertness, 
breathing and heartbeat at 
birth. Mothers who use few- 
er painkillers during the 
birthing process usually 
deliver a more alert child.

RN's and LPN's 
сап help us by volunteering 
through through the 
HRS/Palm Beach County 
Health Department," says 
Bob Marks, a Kiwanian and 
leader of the Coalition.

fish need underwater cover to 
provide a refuge from maraud- 
ing predator fish such as 
largemouth bass. And, as the 
structure ages, its surface is 
coated with algae and 
becomes home to microscopic 
life forms which provide food 
for the forage fish species. 
Two types of fish attractors 
are placed in Palm Beach 
County lakes, according to Mr. 
Morello. The fist type is sim- 
ply a brush pile securely fas- 
tened to a cement block 
anchor. The other is a plastic 
attractor called the Geoweb. 
“The Geoweb came into use 
several years ago, Mr. Morello 
said, “Brush attractors gradu- 
ally disintegrate under water, 
and must be refurbished every 
several years.
